4 Ths point on the dog at which it contacts the wedge has been notched and 
beveled. This is necessary to overcome a condition wherein the dog when 
striking the foot of the wedge would restore the wedge and drop the carry, 
instead of being cammed out. The new dogs take hold of the wedge and hold 
it in position instead of having a tendency to knock it upward. 



The adjustable intermediate gear shaft collars provide means of controlling 
the depression of individual wedges. When a quick depression of a wedge is 
required, move the collar toward the keyboard; if a delayed depression is 
called for, turn the collar toward the rear of the machine. After the 
desired adjustment has been made tighten the set screw securely. If it is 
necessary to install a complete set of these collars they should be adjusted 
to suit the normal knockdown condition of new machines.
